Bullet-riddled furniture and broken windows in the rooms of 
the Hibernia Sccial and Literary Club, 2320 Olive street, mark the 
scene of a thrilling bombardment. The club is maintained by Dele- 
gate Fank Hussey, the oratorical champion of the House minority, 
and Lawler Daly, newly-elected Democrtic state committeeman 
from the Twelfth District. Revolvers were emptied by the 
two attacking policemen, but. no-one was wounded, and eight men 
who were inside after the Captiulation were arrested. Their trials, 
on charges of disturbing the peace, will be held Friday in the City 
Hall Police Court. 


Iiussey, whose saloon is next door, 
is president of the club. Daly is treas- 
urer, and Thomas McTagué, a_ street 
department employe, secretary. Mc-' 
Tague was one of those arrested, Hus- 
sey and Daly were not in the club 
rooms at the time of the raid Sunday.

Canoe Overturned in Meramec With William Cardwell and Two 
Companions—Leaving Boat, He Was Drowned, but Others, 
Clinging to Craft, Were Saved. 


Dynamite was wsed Monday in an 
effort to recover the body of William 
Cardwell, 21 years old, who was drowned 
while boating on the Meramec River, 
near Meramec Highlands, Sunday after- 
noon. Cardwell seems to have sacri- 
ficed his life to save Miss Anna Little 
and Harry Wahlert, who were with him 





in the canoe. 

Cardwell was alone in the frail canoe} 
about 4:30 p. m. when he saw Miss Lit- 
tle and Wahlert, who is 19 years old, 
and invited them to enter the boat with 
him. 

“Tl willget out at the landing,” he 
said, ‘‘and you can then have the boat.”’ 

The three seated themselves in the 
canoe, and it was rowed upstream to 
the boat landing. As the boat was be- 
ing turned to reach the shore so that 
Cardwell could land, the current caught 
the craft and turned it over. The occu- 
pants were thrown into the water.

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Little and held her head above water 
while clinging to the tiny boat. It of- 
fered little support to them, and = the! 
young men cautioned the girl to keep 
only her head out of the water. 

Cardwell was an expert swimmer and 
would have had no difficulty in saving 
himself. He saw that the boat would 
not support the three of them, and, tell- 
ing Wahlert to care for Miss Little, he 
let loose of the boat. He started away, 
apparently to swim around the boat to 
take hold of it on the other side and 
suddenly sank. 

He made no outcry and Wahlert and 
Miss Little did not know what had be- 
come of him for some time. They saw 
him sink and supposed that he would 
soon come to the surface again, but he 
did not reappear. 

Miss Little and Wahlert called for 
help and their cries atracted the atten- 
tion of their friends on the bank. Alon- 
Dryer ran to the shore, threw off 
his clothes and plunged into 
the river, which has a swift current. 
He swam out and made an effort to 
grab Miss Little, who was clinging to 
the submerged boat. Dryer missed her 


and was then seized with a cramp. He 
had much difficulty in reaching the 


Shore. 
Two young men in a canoe paddied 


past Miss Little and Wahlert and re- 
fused to respond to the crtes for assist- 
ance. Then another boat, with two 
young men in it, came along. They 
rode past the capsized skiff, which was’ 
entirely out of sight. One of the men 
caught Miss Little by the hair and the 
other grabbed Wahlert, both of whom 
were aimost unconscious. The boat was 
then rowed to the shore, as it was too 
small to permit the bodies to be lifted 


into it. 

After turning over the rescued ones to 
their friends, the rescners got back into 
the boat and rowed away without giv- 


ing their names. 
Dryer, Wahlert and Cardwell were all 


employed at the St. Louis Iron Ma- 


chine Works. Cardwell lived at 3311 
Salena street and Wahlert lives at 3500 
Henrietta street. Miss Little, who lives 
at 3315 Eads avenue, is employed at a 
department store and had gone on a pic- 
nic with a score of fellow employes. 
She and Wahlert spent Sunday 
night at the Dryer nome at Meramec 
Highlands recovering from the shock.

“In our fight for the absolute elim- 
ination of private monopolies and for 
the regulation of corporations in gen- 
eral. it is necessary that the party 
shall be free from any suspicion of 
alliance with the corporate interests 
that have been dominating American 
politics. To this end, campaign con- 
tributions must be limited to those 
which have their political interests to 
advance. I trust that public senti- 
ment will require all parties to keep 
their books open, 30 that hereafter no 
party wil! be under private obliga- 
tions to shield corporate offenders.” 

Alludinge to conditions in the meat 
industry, Mr. Bryan said: 

“The Beef Trust is not different in 
character and methods from other 
trusts. The inevitable tendency of a 


private monopoly is to increase the 
price of a product and to lower its 
quality.

Gov. Guild’s decision not to in- 
terfere with Tucker's death sentence 
seemed to him entirely sound and 
commanded his hearty sympathy. 

Tucker is under sentence of death this 
week, probably tonight, for the murder 
of Mabel Page at Weston, March 31, 1904. 
President Roosevelt’s telegram to the 
Governor follows: 

“Have been requested on behalf of 
certain parties in Boston to. interfere 
with the execution of Tucker, it being 
alleged that it is my duty'so to do, in- 
asmuch as I have the power under the 
Federa| laws. 

“No showing has been made to me 
that I have such power, but with regard 
to this. 1 desire to state to you that in 
my judgment your decision not to inter- 
fere with the carrying out of the sent- 
ence of Tucker seems to me entirely 
sound and commands my hearty~sym- 
pathy. It seems particularly a case in 
which there should be no interference 
with the carrying out of the sentence,

Tucker awoke in his cell at the 
Charlestown Prison today with a real- 
ivation that his last day on earth had 
arrived. He continued to demonstrate

Several instances of plural marriages 
by other church members are cited, and 
the report adds:

The ceremony, .§ per- 
formed in strict accordance with the 
ancient Greek ritual, was performed 
Sunday afternoon at the home of De- 
metrius Jannopoulo, Lee avenue, Web- 
ster Groves. Mr. Jannopoulo, who is 
the Greek Consul for St. Louis, gave 
away the bride. 

tev. Father rs G. Phiambolis. 
priest of the orthodox Greek Church in 
St. Louis and father of the bride, per- 
formed the ceremony. At 5:30 p. m., 
clad in a green robe and attended by 
four acolytes in white, he walked to 
the foot of the steps leading down to 
the reception hall in the Jannopoulo 
home. 

Pasmezogiu and Miss Phiambolis de- 
scended the steps together, while Greek 
music was played softly. Miss Phiam- 
bolis wore white, with a white bridal veil 
and bouquet of white flowers. Pasmezog- 
lu was attired in conventional evening 
dress.

AMENDMENT PROBABLE 





Statute May Be Changed Before 
Time for Another Trust 
Inquiry. - 





Judge Withrow, in handing down a 
decision Tuesday in Circuit Attorney 
Sager’s suit for $1000 damages against 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co., held that 
corporations are not forced to answer 
questions put to them by the Secretary 
of State as to whether they belong to 
trusts. . 

The effect of this ruling, if it is sus- 
tained in higher courts to which Mr. 
Sager will,carry it, will be to nullify 
a statute Baie put a weapon in the 
hands of the Secretary of State against 
trusts in Missouri. The law has en- 
abled the Secretary of State to obtain 
statements under oath from corporations 
as to whether they were members of 
trusts, 

The Secretary of State sent the usual 
questions June 15, 190%, to the Pittsburg 
Plate Glass Co., requiring it to answer 
within 47 days.; At the expiration of 
hat time, no answer had been made. 

r, Sager was asked to bring suit un- 
er a section of the statute providing a 

nalty of $100 a day for each day dur- 
lie which no answer was made, and his 
btition contained 10 counts, making 
the total of the suit $1000. 


| Other Section Affected, 
Mr. Sager said Monday that Judge 


Wthrow apparently held that the sec- 
tiok of the statute providing the penalty 
did not apply to the section requiring 
corporations to answer, but to other 


sections. There has been some doubt, 
he said, as to whether the statute is de- 
fectively constructed. Judge Withrow 
held that as no penalty was provided 
for corporations which refuse to an- 
swer questions as to whether they be- 
long to a trust, the corporations can- 
not be forced to answer. 

This decision was handed down, not 
directly on Mr. Sager's suit, but on a 
demurrer by attorneys for the glass 
company, who maintained that the 
law Was. unconstitutional because it 
compelled a person to testify against 
himself in a criminal case. Judge 
Withrow abandoned the contention of 
the demurrer, but sustained it on the 
other ground. 

Mr. Sager said that if the law was 
found to be defective, it might be 
amended before the time for another 
inquiry into trast connections of cor- 
Sabatiien.

COMPIEGNE, France, June 11.—‘‘The 
Petroleum King"’ is’ receiving the 
homage that is paid to any foreign 
Sovereign who honors France by dwell- 
ing on her soil for a while. 

‘The -keys” and the “freedom” of 
this old city have been given officially 
to John D. Rockefeller by proxy. 

While Mr. Rockefeller was at the 
Anglican Church Sunday morning 
Fournier de Sarloyeze, Mayor of Com- 
piegne, wearing the most correct cere- 
monial (evening, in American) dress, 
called at the hotel. Inclosed in the 
regulation casket, with an address in- 
Scribed on .gilt-edged parchment, the 
Mayor presented to Mr. Rockefeller, 
through his private secretary, what is 
called ‘‘the keys’’ and the ‘‘freedom’”’ 
of the ancient town. 

Moreover, Mayor de Sarloveze  ex- 
tended to Mr. Rockefeller a hearty wel- 
come to Compiegne and a pressing in- 
viration to pass as much time here as 
he possibly can. 

This ‘‘desecration’’ of the Sabbath 
nay have shocked Mr. Rockefeller. 
But, like any other cautious and benign 
sovereign, he will make a return ‘‘state 
visit’’ to the Mayor today. 

Mayor de Sarloveze, who is a noble- 
man by birth, is deeply interested in 
the aristocratic Sports Club here. He 
hopes to induce Mr. Rockefeller to be- 
come a permanent member of the club. 
The petroleum king has said he intends 
to visit the golf clubs while here, but 
the question of joining the swell club 
is open yet. 

The congregation of St. Andrew's 
Sunday consisted of only 20 persons, in- 
cluding Mr. Rockefeller, his family and 
attendants. He put a new American $% 
bill in the plate. 

The Paris Matin will tomorrow have 
an opportunity to calculate what por- 
tion of Mr. Rockefeller’s hourly income 
that $5 contribution represents, 


$1000 for an Interview. 


The Matin’s most expert arithmetician 
figures Mr. Rockefeller's time is worth 
$90) a minute. So the newspaper tried 
to buy a five-minutes’ interview with 
the “ruler of Standard Oil’’ by offering 
him. through Prof. Strong, a certified 
check for $1000. Even for this sum, 
though it was suggested that he sive 
the money to the poor or Compiegne, 
Mr. Rockefeller refused to talk official- 
ly for five minutes to the Matin’s cor- 
respondent. 

Mr. Rockefeller was greatly amused 
by the offer, and at his luncheon he 
laughed heartily over what he. called 
“the unexpected Americanization of the 
Paris press.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller had no fixed regime, 
no special reading at home on Sunday. 
He observed it as a day of rest and ab- 
stained from both business and active 
amusement, 

It was noped that Mr. 
would stroll among the gay crowds in 
the holiday grounds; that perhaps he 
would take a bath and watch the danc- 
ing in the open air, which attracts 4a 
thousand from villages far around. But 
if he was tempted to mingle with the 
gay throng by his avowed curiosity to 
study foreign customs and types, Mr. 
Rockefeller’s religious principles held 
him aloof. 

The Mavor-elect of the Chamber of 
Deputies had avin 2000 of his con- 
stituents to a post-election banquet 
Sunday, and the guests crowded the 
town. Excursion wagons and omni- 
busses carried many of. the visitors 
to see the grounds of the chateau that 
harbors the “richest man in the 
worls.’ The conductors on 
wagons, like the lecturers on the 
“rubber-neck” wagons in the United 
States, made little speeches to their 
fares. hey talked as if Mr. Rocke- 
feller sleeps in a gold bed and drives 
in a gold chariot, while all they could 
really show to the gaping peasants 
was the chateau’s Tudor chimney pots, 
dimly visible through the forest of 
trees. The country people tired, 
made comments they thought amus- 
ing, and singing summer songs, wan- 
dered through the wood. 


Spanish Rulers Were There. 

One conductor said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: “These people 
want to hear only about the wealthy 
Americans. I could have told a whole

Printed Extracts From Jones’ 
‘Journals’? Which Do

NEW YORK, June 11.—The recovery 
of the body of Paul Jones in Paris by 
Gen. Horace Porter and the ceremonies 
at Annapolis attending its transfer 
helped to make the “life of the naval 
hero by Augustus C. Buell, one of the 
most widely read of recent hisctoricai 
works. On its publication in 190 the 
critics accepted it as a fixed life of 
Jones, and the reader has found it as 

entertaining as a romance, 

No patriot could ‘have asked for a 
more flawless hero than Buell depicted 
on the strength of innumerable docu- 
ments. The Times published yesterday 
what will rank as a “‘literary sensa- 
tion,”’ ‘presenting detailed charges by 
Mrs. Reginald de Koven that Buell, who 
| died two years ago, committed deliber- 
ate forgery, invented letters from Wash- 
ington and Franklin, printed false ex- 
tracts from imaginary journals of Jones 
himself and ‘‘quotations’’ from diaries 
of the period which had never existed 
outside Buell’s imagination. 

The charges are dispassionately 


confirmed by comparison with § fac- 
/ simile letters with Buell’s rewritten and 
\forged “‘extracts,’’ by the study of 
‘original authorities and by the reports 
‘of librarians in Paris, New York and 
Washington, who deny that papers and 
‘books, cited by Buell, either existed or 
‘are in their care, as hg represented. 
| If there is one instance. there are 
‘scores where he is represented as hav- 
ing falsified facts or departed from the 
records and the truth in compiling what 
appeared to be a scholarly work. 


Questions Buell’s Sanity. 


In summing up the charges of his 
audacious misuse of facts, fancy, false- 
hood and forgery, Mrs. de Koven even 
ventures to question whether an au- 
thor's sanity is above suspicion, where 
the perversion of history was so reck- 
lessly, yet cunningly carried out. 

Buell is not alive to offer his explana- 
tion. 

In discussing the article, the Times 
today says that before publishing Mrs. 
de Koven’s destructive criticism, 
“checked her references, so far as was 
readily possible, and in several direc- 
tions. As a consequence of this in- 
vestigation, the Times is fairly well sat- 
isfied that what is new in Col. Buell’s 
‘life’ is not true. And it has been lead 
to concur in Mrs. de Koven’s conclusion 
that Col. Buell’s ‘life,” in the very re- 
spects which caused it to be acclaimed 
as an important contribution, not only 
to biography, but to history, is simply 
a literary fraud of such magnitude that 
the most charitable name to give it is 
that of a literary ‘hoax.’ ”’

NEW YORK, June 11.—An apparent 
cure of two eases of consumption, after 
a 10 weeks’ course of simple dieting 
and medication, is reported from the tu- 
bérculosis annex of the Post- Graduate 
Hospital in this city. The facts are 
testified to by Dr. William Jay Mer- 
sereau, instructor in medicine and dis- 

pensary. 

One of the patients was an advertis- 
ing solicitor, single, 29 years old. The 
other was a printer, single, 21 years old. 
Examination showed numerous tuber- 
culosis bacilli and other harmful germs. 
Both patients were somewhat weak, 
racked by cough and otherwise plainly 
vietims of consumption.

(That 
was when the noon: whistle sounded, 
‘and they wanted to eat their lunch, and 
the packers had prepared them no place 
to wash!) Also I saw them spit into 
barrels into which the waste ends of 
amoked beef were stored, down in the 
cellars. :

moldy and the wood was soaked with 
water from the roof and was slimy and 
stinking. I saw sausages hung in vats 
full of dye; it costs money really to 
smoke the sausage—the smoking takes 
time, and also the sausages loses a lit- 
tle in weight. Therefore, they preserve 
it with borax and dye it red, and down 
in Coney Island you eat it and take a 
chance on your life.

ernment, when all that the Government 
had seen to was that the carcass was 
sound when it was killed.

Two Employes of Fireworks Es- 
tablishment Burned When 
Powder Ignites.

ESCAPED THE EXPLOSION 





When Fire Started Men Leaped 
From House and Thus 
Saved Their Lives. 


George Beckman of 6083 Division av- 
enue and Henry Brockmeyer of 2603 
Market avenue, East St. Louis, were 
painfully burned in an_ explosion of 
powder in a building of the St. Louis 
Freworks Co.'s plant at Fireworks Sta- 
tion just east of East St. Louis while 
working overtime Sunday to fill Fourth 
of July orders for cannon fire cracke) >. 

The building in which they were work- 
ing was torn to splinters by tne e.- 
plusion of 500 cannon crackers, each @ 
foot long, a few seconds after the iuen 
ran from the building. 

As Beckman and Brockmeyer ran 
from the building with their clothing in 
flames employes in other buildings ran 
to them and tore the burning garments 
from them. Each man was burned in 
spots from head to foot. 
The explosion was caused by Beck- 
man, it is thought, dragging a box near- 
er to his work bench. The floor was 
covered with loose powder and the heat 
generated by dragging the box across 
the floor ignited the powder. The men 
were working with cannon firecrackers 
and had 500 stacked on the floor ready 
to be taken to the wrapping depert- 
ment. When the loose\powder flashed 
up, each realized the danger from the 
pile of firegrackers and sprang through 
the open s of the building and ran 
to safety.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—A meat in- 
spection bill, which has the tacit ap-. 
proval of President Roosevelt and 
which was drawn with the sole purpose 
of providing the sanitary conditions de- 
manded by the President and of rem- 
edying the! defects of the Beveridge 
amendment, will be presented to the 
Committee on Agriculture of the House 
today. 

The bill was drawn by Samuel H. 
Cowen, counsel for the National Live- 
stock Association. He is a warm per- 
sonal friend of the President, who has 
implicit confidence in him. Mr. Cowen 
was asked to prepare his ideas in bill 
form by the committee at the hearing 
He was one of the most 
earnest pleaders for a bill which would 
carry out the demands of the Presi- 
dent for sanitary surroundings in the 
preparation of meat and food products, 
He told the| committee frankly that his 
clients wanted immediate action and 
would even be willing to pay the cost 
of inspection themselves, if only the 
committee would report a bill which 
would stop the present agitation’ and 
restore the confidence of the public in 
the cleanliness of meat and meat food 
products.
